OF THE HOUSE 


President Fears It May De= 


lay Passage of Tariff Bill 


REVOLT IS ON IN EARNEST 


Compromise Endorsed by 
Taft 
and 


Mainly Acceptable to Regulars Is 


Turned Down by "Insurgents," Who 


Have a Working Agreement With 


Democrats—Latter Agree to Deliver 
Their Entire Strength 


Washington,

developments 
occurred 


Friday in the insurrection against the 
adoption in the house of the rules of 
the Sixtieth congress to govern the 
incoming congress. 


A compromise, fathered by Senator 


Cummins of Iowa, and presented to 
the regulars by President Taft failed 
to unite the 
.Republican 
members. 


What was pronounced as a satisfac- 
tory working agreement was entered 
into by the Republican "insurgents' 
and the Democrats. 
The name of 


Theodore Roosevelt was mentioned 
as an "insurgent sympathizer." 


The compromise was one that the 


"insurgents" had under consideration 
ever since the report became current 
that President Tat't desired a post- 
ponent of the fight on the rules lest 
it might delay the passage of a tariff 
bill. 
It provided for the re-election 


of Speaker Cannon and the adoption 
of the rules of the Sixtieth congress 
for the special session. 


After the organization of the house 


on Monday it was provided that a 
resolution should be passed authoriz- 
ing a committee to investigate the 
rules and report on proposed changes- 
in the regular session in December. 
It was proposed that ihe "insurgents' 
be allowed to name four of their num- 
ber for the committee, the Democrat; 
six and the regulars five. 


For the regulars, Mr. Watson re- 


plied that the compromise was ac- 
ceptable if amended so as to allow 
the speaker to appoint the committee, 
due regard being given to the "insur- 
gents" in its composition.

STATE COLLEGE 


An alarm of fire \vas oundod from 


I he college buildings Friday iiuoniing 
shortly before 2 o'clocu. 
The recent- 


ly organized student. lire brigade im- 
mediately responded, and found the 
blaze to be in Thompson hall, the main 
administration ('building of the col- 
lege. 
The fire was discovered by the 


janitors. Fred 0. Chase. '10, and Goo, 
H. Heflcr. '10, who room in the tow- 
er of thmc building. 
The young" men 


were awakened by the smoke, which 
filled the building. The alarm was at 
once rung in and a search instituted 
for ihe fire, which" was discovered in 
the 
office of Professor Clarence. W. 


Scott in the south end of the building. 
By the lime the lire brigade bad ar- 
rived the boys had a stream of water 
on the fire and it was soon under con- 
trol. 
The cause of the fire is 
un- 


cnown, but it evidently started in the 
basement below Professor Scott's of- 
fice, and .was making rapid progress 
in the room above when discovered. 
The brick walls, which separated the 
adjoining rooms prevented the blaze 
from spreading to the recitation rooms 
The loss was slight and this is in a 
great measure due to the timely work 
of the janitors. 


The dairy school which opened Jan. 
, came to a close on Friday. 
In the 


past most,of the young men who have 
attended a similar course at the col- 
lege.-^have come with the sole idea of 
preparing 
themselves 
for 
creamery 


buttermakers. The number of cream- 
eries in this state has been gradually 
diminishing, making the demand for 
lmtiernial<ers less. 
Tin's year, there- 


fore, courses were offered for dairy 
farmers as well as for creamery hur- 
rermakers. All of the students in at- 
tendance this year selected the dairy 
farmer's course, 
which 
includes a 


class room study of such subjects as 
ihe growing of profitable crops for 
the dairy cow, judging, feeding and 
breeding of dairy cattle, and a study 
of all factors influencing the quali- 
ty, cleanliness and wbolesomeness of 
milk, from (lie time it leaves the cow 
'until it reaches the consumer. In the 
laboratories 
the 
students 
received 


practice in milk testing, 
separation, 


buttermaking and judging of butter 
and milk. 
Another feature 
of 
the 


course was the scoring of dairies us- 
ing the score card of the United Slates 
department of .agriculture. 
This fea- 


ture promises to be especially valu- 
able to the student., as it leads to a 
close study of barn construction, and 
sanitary methods of handling 
milk. 


Several large dairies in the vicinity 
of Durham and Dover were scored by 
the class. 
Numerous 
inquiries 
have 


been received at the college in regard 
to'the course, and as soon as it is well 
established and becomes known to the 
dairy farmers of the state it will un- 
doubtedly prove -to be of much value 
to the individuals who pursue dairy 
farming as well as to the development 
of the dairy industry in the state. It 
is of considerable interest 
also 
to 


note that, although several good po- 
sitions have been available, both com- 
mercial and on ihe farm, 
I hat nil of 


ihe young men are going back lo (lie 
home farms, as (hey believe t h a i by 
putting into practice some of Iho ideas 
gained from the course, that their op- 
portunities will lie greater 
working 


for themselves t h a n when working for 
a salary.

scti. B. S. A., a graduate rif the Iowa 
Slate college, had Iho course under hi?; 
supervision, and credit is due him foi 
the success tliatt lie dairy school at- 
tained.

HAS NEW CHIEF 


Cone Gets the Position with the 


Rank of Rear Admiral 


Washingon, March 13.—Secretary o 


the Navy Meyer has appointed Lieu- 
tenant Commander H. I. Cone chief of 
the bureau of steam engineering ot the 
navy department. 


He succeeds Capt. Barton, who re- 


tired several months ago-, since when 
Rear Admiral Capps, chief of the bu- 
reau of construction, has been acting 
chief of the bureau of steam engineer- 
ing. 
The appointment of Lieutenant 


Commander Cone restores the position 
to an officer of the line and Is pleas- 
Ing to navy officers. 


Lieutenant Commander Cone is the 


youngest officer ever t6 have held the 
responsible place at the head of steam 
engineering. 
He is 
only 
thirty-six 


years old, and will have the title of 
rear admiral. 
His salary, by reason 


of the promotion, is increased from 
54400 to $7500 a year. He is a native 
of New York, but was appointed from 
Florida and entered the navy in 1S90. 
He took the torpedo flotilla 
from 


Hampton roads to Magdalena bay last 
April without mishap, and was com- 
mended by President Roosevelt for his 
good -work. When the battleship fleet 
left San Francisco for its tour of the 
world he was made staff fleet engin- 
eer and

throughout the voyage. Much of the 
efficiency of the fleet engineering is 
attributed to him.

FISHERIES CENSUS 


Government Agent Taking One Now 


for Portsmouth and 


Everett I. A. Anderson of Manches- 


ter, who has been at Washington the 
last 9 years in the census bureau, has 
arrived in Portsmouth to cover, this 
port and vicinity for the census of 
fishermen which the census bureau is* 
compiling in cooperation with the fish- 
eries bureau. 


The work has three classifications.

and 


boat fisheries, and the third classifi- 
cation is that of the receiving stations, 
canneries, curing establishments, etc. 


It is intended to.get a complete list 


of vessels and owners, how much of 
the time employed, what 
and 
how 


mucch caught and of what value, and 
the number of men employed as help- 
ers and the number of days that ?ach 
worked. Similar statistics are wanted 
for the third classification. The fig- 
ures taken are to be for the year 1908.
